Poseidon’s new deal for its desalination water would force OC to pay far more than necessary for 50 years

I t’s been a long two weeks since our 
March 13 cover on the proposed 
Poseidon Desalination Project in 
Huntington Beach. The day after 
the story published, UC Irvine professor, 
NASA scientist and former OC Weekly 
cover-story subject Jay Famiglietti pub¬ 
lished an editorial in the Los Angeles Times 
that was originally titled “California Has 
About One Year of Water Left. Will You 
Ration Now?” (The title later changed to 
“California Has About One Year of Water 
Stored. Will You Ration Now?” because it 
turns out we have about one year's worth 
of water stored in reservoirs, plus more in 
groundwater. Woo-hoo, accuracy!). 

Thousands shared that editorial. Gover¬ 
nor Jerry Brown summarily announced a $1 
billion proposal supported by both parties 
that would speed up water bond-money 
spending (two-thirds of which would 
actually go to flood-control projects), and 
the State Water Resources Control Board 
issued new guidelines that reduced the 
amount of days homeowners could water 
their lawns and commanded restaurants to 
only serve water to customers if they ask. 

But buried in that doom and gloom was 
a draft term sheet released by the Orange 
County Water District (OCWD) outlining 
a possible deal with Poseidon to purchase 
any water the desalination plant would 
create. The OCWD allowed the term 
sheet to go before a citizen’s committee 
tasked with reviewing the details, offering 
its opinions to the board, but ultimately 
having no real say because the board 
doesn’t need to listen to the committee. 

At the March 18 OCWD board meeting 
opposing Poseidon, dozens of anti-desali¬ 
nation activists spoke (as well as a handful 
of supporters speaking on behalf of the 
project), even though the particulars of the 
term sheet haven’t gone viral just yet. And 
they probably never will, which means 
Orange County taxpayers might get shack¬ 
led with overpaying on water for decades. 

To avert this, share this article NOW. 
Pretty please? 

Poseidon is banking on the county’s 
false sense of security, as it occupies 
a curious spot in California’s terrible 
drought. North and Central Orange 
County are actually doing much bet¬ 
ter than most of California thanks to a 
healthy groundwater basin filled by the 
Santa Ana River that supplies 70 percent 
of the water those parts of the county use. 
The remaining 30 percent is imported, 
mostly from the Colorado River. (South 
OC isn’t so lucky, importing roughly 90 
percent of its water; time to rip out those 
lawns, Mission Viejo and Coto de Caza!) 
It’s that 30 percent that Poseidon’s term 


sheet is relying on for its mega-profits. 

The current draft is leagues different from 
its 2013 proposal to Metropolitan Water 
District of Orange County (MWDOC), the 
agency in charge of purchasing imported 
water for Orange County, or the agree¬ 
ment that Poseidon has in place with 
the San Diego County Water Authority 
(SDCWA) for the water produced at its 
soon-to-open Carlsbad plant. 

The most obvious difference is the pric¬ 
ing scheme. While Poseidon and whatever 
agency it would contract with in the 2013 
agreement promised to negotiate a price 
based on a set of factors (capital and oper¬ 
ating costs of the project, financial return, 
efficient plant operations) adding up to 
an estimated price of $1,424 per acre-foot, 
the latest sheet ties the price of desali¬ 
nated water directly to the price of water 
imported from the Metropolitan Water 
District of Southern California (MWD), 
the agency that purchases imported water 
for all of Southern California. Under the 
proposed terms, Poseidon would charge 
the OCWD the MWD’s imported-water 
rate (currently $923 per acre-foot), plus 
any avoided MWD fees (about $80 per 
acre-foot), with an additional “reliability 
premium.” The premium would start at 
20 percent for the first 10 years of the deal, 
then slide down in 5 percent chunks every 
10 years, ending at nothing for the deal’s last 
decade. If water were being produced today 
under that deal, it would cost the OCWD 
approximately $1,200 per acre-foot—much 
less than the roiughly $2,000 per acre-foot 
San Diego will be paying. 

In addition, Poseidon would also 
charge OCWD the exact amount of the 
subsidy the OCWD would receive from 
a program run by MWD that’s designed 
to develop locally sourced water systems 
that cost more than imported water. Any 
extra money MWD would give to OCWD 
to subsidize desalinated water would go 
directly to Poseidon (currently, the sub¬ 
sidy is $340 per acre-foot for 35 years). 

While this pricing scheme alleviates 
much of the cost worries initially present 
in the project (that desal water was far 
more expensive than imported water), it 
removes one of the oft-repeated benefits 
of desalinated water—that it might even¬ 
tually become cheaper than imported 
water, with more efficient technologies 
and increased water demand. In 2014, 
OCWD forecast that desalinated water 
might become cheaper than imported 
water after one or two decades of opera¬ 
tion. Under the new rate sheet, though, 
desalinated water will always be more 
expensive or the same price as imported 
water no matter what, even three decades

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after when it should become cheaper. 

That “reliability premium” became one 
of the major sticking points for the crowd 
during the March 18 meeting. “I don’t see 
why we’re paying Poseidon a 20 percent 
reliability premium over and above what 
the MWD is paying for water,” said Hun¬ 
tington Beach resident Clem Dominguez, 
earning applause from the crowd. “They’re 
building the plant; they’re running the 
plant; they have a cost. Once it’s up and run¬ 
ning, if the MWD has to pay more for water 
from Colorado, what difference should that 
make? Why should we pay more to Posei¬ 
don? That makes no sense at all.... The 
bottom line is why does Poseidon get 20 
percent more for doing nothing?” 

Then there’s the other major change 
in the term sheet—the sheer length of the 
deal. While the term for both the 2013 
term sheet and Poseidon’s water-purchase 
agreement with the SDCWA is 30 years, the 
deal outlined at the meeting lengthens the 
contract to a full half-century, an additional 
20 years of more-expensive-than-necessary 
water and bad-for-the-environment intakes 
and outflows if the current design of the 
plant is approved. (For more information 
about the possible environmental issues, 
see the aformentioned cover story, “Zombie

Poseidon From Beyond the Grave.”) 

After roughly an hour and a half’s worth 
of mostly negative public comments from 
a surprisingly low two dozen people out of 
the several hundred in attendance (a few 
people spoke in favor of the plant, includ¬ 
ing three union leaders and Poseidon Vice 
President Scott Maloni), the OCWD board 
allowed the process to move on to its next 
step, review and commenting by OCWD’s 
Ocean Desalination Citizen’s Advisory 
Committee, a group of 20 mostly current, 
former and aspiring politicos, plus eight 
alternates, all picked by the directors. 

They will meet three times before giving a 
report to the board of directors, which will 
ultimately decide everything on its own. 

That decision, once the review process 
is finished at the end of April, could be 
the end of a more-than-a-decade-long 
process to get the plant built and may 
siphon Orange County’s water money for 
decades after. Now that should flood your 
Facebook feed!

How the trial ofOC’s worst mass 
killer went from a slam dunk 
for DA Tony Rackauckas to 
his worst crisis &

range County’s worst mass shooting, the so-called 2011 
Seal Beach hair-salon massacre, began as a traumatiz¬ 
ing event for all, but it has devolved into one of the most 
polarizing legal struggles to hit our legal system. The 
question isn’t about Scott Dekraai’s guilt. Dekraai admits he’s the 
killer. Controversy swirls, however, around the tactics of prosecu¬ 
tors and sheriff’s deputies trying to impose a death-penalty punish¬ 
ment rather than a 200-plus-year prison sentence without the pos¬ 
sibility for parole. With one embarrassing revelation after another, 
the battle has grown painful, especially for the baffled families of 
the victims. To help understand why Superior Court Judge Thomas 
M. Goethals, himself a former prosecutor, this month made a his¬ 
toric decision to recuse the district attorney’s office (OCDA), we are 
providing a chronology of events:

Oct. 1 Just after lunch, heavily armed 
and wearing a bulletproof vest, Hun¬ 
tington Beach resident Dekraai, who has 
suffered post-traumatic stress disorder 
(PTSD) and is disillusioned from a child- 
custody dispute, murders Michelle Marie 
Fournier, his former wife, as well as seven 
other innocent people—Laura Webb, 
Christy Lynn Wilson, Lucia Bernice Kon- 
das, Michele Daschbach Fast, Randy Lee 
Fannin, Victoria Buzzo and David Caou- 
ette—at Salon Meritage. Dekraai, a former 
tugboat crewman, also critically injures 
Hattie Stretz. Police capture him less than 
a mile from the gruesome crime scene. 

Oct. 13 : A candlelight vigil honors the 
memories of the victims. 

Oct. 14 : At a press conference with national 
media coverage, Orange County District 
Attorney Tony Rackauckas labels Dekraai’s 
crime “a selfish, cruel act of senseless vio¬ 
lence,” files charges, announces his desire 
for the death penalty and promises, “We 
will seek justice for each of these lives to 
the best of our ability.” 

Oct. 15 : The chances of a jury granting 
Rackauckas’ death-penalty wish are 
likely overwhelming. In fact, veteran 
courthouse observers say law enforce¬ 
ment could do nothing and the defen¬ 
dant would still land on San Quentin 
State Prison’s death row. Nevertheless, 
government officials are eager to dis¬ 
cover legal strategies contemplated by 
Dekraai’s lawyers and to obtain incrimi- 


one of OCSD’s most prized informants. 
The third-striker hopes to avoid a life- 
in-prison punishment for his crimes and 
wants to be released from custody, so 
Perez pretends to be Dekraai’s pal and 
writes detailed notes of his questioning 
of the defendant. Years later, after the 
illegal scam is discovered, OCSD special¬ 
handling deputies Ben Garcia and Seth 
Tunstall (with the backing of OCDA) 
pretend Perez’s placement hadn’t been 
orchestrated, but rather was the result of 
innocent orders of the jail nursing staff. 
That lie will eventually cause serious 
trouble for Rackauckas. 

Oct. H According to prosecutors’ version 
of events, Deputy Garcia tells OCDA inves¬ 
tigator Bob Erickson, who works for homi¬ 
cide-unit boss Dan Wagner, that Perez 
(called “Inmate F”) has been a “reliable 
informant” and is engaged with Dekraai. 

Oct. 19 : Deputies Garcia and Zachary 
Biecker, Erickson, Wagner, prosecutor 
Scott Simmons, and Seal Beach Police 
Department detective Gary Krogman 
interview Perez about Dekraai. Erickson 
says to the informant, “We just want to 
make absolutely certain you are here 
because you want to be here, not because 
we’re making any sort of promises or 
anything to you.” Though he has labeled 
his job for the government “Operation 
Daylight” because he wants freedom, 
Perez responds, “Exactly. I understand.” 
Perez is serving as a secret government 
agent improperly questioning Dekraai 
in direct violation of 1964 U.S. Supreme 
Court case Massiah v. United States, yet

nating statements that would undermine 
a potential insanity defense. Because the 
defendant has been formally charged 
and is legally represented, Orange 
County Sheriff’s Department (OCSD) 
deputies and their agents, as with jail- 
house informants, are banned from tak¬ 
ing steps to interrogate him. Authorities 
can use incriminating statements if, 
for example, an inmate not working in 
cooperation with them overhears infor¬ 
mation. On this day, Dekraai is moved 
into a cell next to Fernando Perez, a 
Mexican Mafia killer, notorious liar and 


his work is allowed to continue. If the 
law had been followed, Wagner would 
have immediately ended the interview 
when the informant admitted he’d ques¬ 
tioned the defendant. The government 
can’t benefit from illegally obtained evi¬ 
dence. Wagner later said the reasoning 
for his failure to halt the interview is a 
mystery, testifying, “I don’t know.” 

Oct. 19 ( 5 : 37 p.m.) to Oct. 25 ( 4:39 a.m.): 
OCDA and OCSD activate a jail-cell 
recording device to capture 132 hours of 
Dekraai talking to Perez about the shoot¬ 
ing by posing as sympathetic and asking

questions such as “What are you think¬ 
ing about?” and “What happened?” 

Oct. 24 : Dekraai loses his private counsel, 
Robert Curtis, and is appointed the services 
of Assistant Public Defender Scott Sanders. 

Nov. 17 : Investigator Erickson writes a 
memo to Erik Petersen—the deputy dis¬ 
trict attorney with the authority to cut a 
deal with Perez—saying the informant’s 
“intelligence will likely greatly enhance 
the prosecution of Dekraai, especially 
in the event there is an insanity plea 
entered.” Erickson tells Petersen he’s 
providing the information for his “con¬ 
sideration” before Perez is sentenced. 

He also reveals a concern: “I respectfully 
request that you keep [Perez’s] name, as it 
relates to the Dekraai case, confidential. 
Nothing about [Perez] or his statements 
regarding the Dekraai case have been 
discovered to the defense.” For 1,044 
days, OCDA hides this memo from Sand¬ 
ers. Both Wagner and Simmons will later 
claim they forgot to open an email attach¬ 
ment that included the memo about 
their death-penalty target and, therefore, 
didn’t know it should have been released. 

Nov. 29 : Though he’d already confessed, 
Dekraai pleads not guilty. 

Dec. 29 : Erickson writes a report on Perez, 
omitting that he’s an informant. 

» 2012« 

Jan. 12 : In an attempt to speed along the 
case, OCDA indicts Dekraai. 

Jan. 18 : ‘What we want to do here is get this 
case to trial as soon as we can get it over 
with for the people, for the victims’ fami¬ 
lies,” Rackauckas states, “so we can have 
justice at the earliest time we can get it.” 

June : Wagner writes an internal memo 
to colleagues strategizing the use of 
Perez. “Before deciding if/when/how 
to disclose Fernando’s identity to the 
Dekraai defense lawyers, we are going 
to need to talk to the prosecutor(s) on 
Fernando’s other cases and analyze sev¬ 
eral things.” Among the ideas swirling 
in Wagner’s mind is the possibility of 
asking colleagues not to call Perez as a 
witness in their cases, a move that might 
enhance the informant’s credibility 
against Dekraai. Yet six months later, the 
prosecutor will file a declaration under 
oath that misleads Goethals and Sanders 
about Perez’s true identity as a longtime 


government agent who desperately 
wants to receive benefits. 

Oct. 11 : On the first anniversary of the 
slayings, well-wishers in Seal Beach cel¬ 
ebrate the lives of the lost. 

Oct. 15 : Largely in the dark about Perez’s 
jailhouse activities for the government 
against his client, Sanders files his first 
discovery request. 

Oct. 18 : OCDA refuses Sanders’ request 
for the evidence. 

Oct. 19 : Wagner tells Sanders he doesn’t need 
to comply with the discovery request because 
he won’t call Perez as a witness and will 
instead use recordings of Dekraai talking to 
the informant. Sanders says he has a right 
to call Perez as a witness and to know his 
background, but the prosecutor still refuses. 

Dec. 28 . Sanders files a motion to com¬ 
pel OCDA’s compliance with his dis¬ 
covery request. 

» 2013« 

Jan. 18 : Wagner files his opposition to 
Sanders receiving Perez’s records, arguing 
“fundamental fairness” calls for secrecy. 

Jan. 24 : The prosecutor’s knowledge of 
his informant’s ubiquitous activities is 
enhanced when Petersen sends him an 
email list of nine cases (not including 
Dekraai and several other matters). At 
the next day’s hearing, Wagner will allow 
Goethals to believe Perez is just a regular 
inmate who accidentally stumbled onto 
Dekraai’s spontaneous ramblings. The sin 
of omission is committed in hopes of block¬ 
ing Sanders’ access to hidden evidence. 

Jan. 25 : Goethals hears oral arguments 
on the discovery dispute, rejects OCDA’s 
position as contrary to the law and 
orders production of the records. Later, 
in 2014, the judge will ignore Wagner’s 
June 1,2012, memo and Petersen’s Jan. 
24,2013, email on Perez’s prolific service, 
to make a reality-bending ruling in favor 
of Wagner. He oddly declared, “This 
prosecutor was unaware of who Fer¬ 
nando Perez was and what prior services 
he had performed for law enforcement.” 

Feb. 8 The extent of OCDA’s massive 
records suppression begins to become 
apparent. During the next eight months, 
the agency will surrender to Sanders 
more than 8,200 pages, plus 1,936 audio 
and video files.

May 13 : Wagner and Erickson meet with 
Santa Ana Police Department detec¬ 
tive Gonzalo Gallardo. Wagner asks the 
officer if informants were “ever” used 
to get legally represented defendants to 
talk about their charges in violation of 
Massiah. Gallardo answered, “There was 
a time we did use informants, um, and 
we basically [were] under the direction 
of a district attorney.” The prosecutor 
must have cringed at the admission, ask¬ 
ing specifically if Perez had been used 
in such a way. “Uh, I believe we did,” 
replied the veteran officer. “I think he did 
provide information on, on some murder 
suspects.” Law-enforcement officials 
will later claim Gallardo’s identification 
of “a district attorney” actually meant an 
assistant United States attorney. 

Oct. 10 : Inside Orange County Superior 
Court, the surviving daughter of Dekraai’s 
murdered ex-wife files a wrongful-death 
lawsuit against the killer for emotional 
distress and economic damages. 

Oct. 11 : OCDA chief of staff Susan Kang 
Schroeder tells a reporter, “We are frus¬ 
trated the defense keeps up with the 
delay tactics. We’ve been ready to go to 
trial for a long time.”

Jan. 31 : Following an exhaustive inves¬ 
tigation into the questionable use of 
informants and exculpatory-evidence 
hiding, Sanders files a bombshell, 505- 
page motion declaring the cheating 
means OCDA and OCSD officials can’t 
be trusted as honest actors in a death- 
penalty case. The motion seeks dismissal 
of the capital punishment option and 
suggests Dekraai receive a 400-year sen¬ 
tence without the possibility for parole. 
Sanders claims the OCDA has a “win at 
all costs” mentality. Prosecutors are furi¬ 
ous. Wagner claims the attack on their 
credibility is “scurrilous.” 

Feb. 7 Goethals calls Sanders’ report 
“serious,” and Wagner asks that it be 
sealed from public view, a point he wins 
for one week. 

Feb. 21 : Sanders introduces a recusal 
motion against OCDA. 

March 4 Deputy DA Stephan Sauer tells 
Goethals, “Prosecutors and officers 
are eager to have the opportunity to 
refute the allegations and set the record 
straight.” But, he insists, the allega¬ 
tions aren’t relevant to the Dekraai case. 
Meanwhile, Wagner will admit his “legal 
reasoning was flawed” in originally 
refusing to release records. 

March 7 : To determine if Sanders’ 
motions have merit to conduct a special 
evidentiary hearing, Goethals hears 
oral arguments. Sauer says OCDA is 
not afraid of the truth, but this is not 
the time or place to do so. Sanders says 


the prosecution team has been playing 
unethical games and reiterates the need 
for a probe. The judge concurs, saying 
he’s open to following the evidence trail. 

March 18 : Under the protection of U.S. 
marshals, Perez, a killer nicknamed 
“Wicked” who has brazenly lied in court 
before, begins several days of testimony. 
He claims to the delight of prosecutors 
that his work on Dekraai hadn’t been in 
coordination with authorities and that 
he was motivated solely by his hatred for 
his target—not winning a punishment 
reduction. Even though he tries to down¬ 
play his informant work, he is unable to 
explain to Sanders why, in other cases, 
he has written notes to OCSD that say, 
“My mission is done” and, “I love my 
little job I got.” 

March 24 , Wagner is placed under oath 
during multiple days of testimony, and 
Sanders learns that his 505-page report 
prompted OCDA to conduct an investi¬ 
gation into the allegations. The public 
defender gets the prosecutor to admit 
the internal probe supposedly generated 
no notes or reports that would trigger 
their discovery. Major case law from 
Brady v. Maryland requires prosecutors 
to surrender to the defense all exculpa¬ 
tory evidence, as well as information 
that can impeach government witnesses. 
Wagner concedes “begrudging respect” 
for Sanders’ work. 

April 7 : Burglar, robber, carjacker and 
Mexican Mafia killer Oscar Moriel, 
another prominent informant whose 
snitching services were also, according 
to the government, accidentally hidden 
for years from defense lawyers, testifies. 
It turns out that Moriel has told SAPD 
detectives working with prosecutors that 
he’ll be able to recall memories to aid the 
government “and make it seem like yes¬ 
terday” if he’s rewarded with “options” 
that avoid spending the remainder of his 
life in prison. SAPD detective Charles 
Flynn responded, “You do a lot; we do 

a lot. You do a little; you get a little_ 

Understand?” Flynn also guarantees 
“no one” will learn of the arrangement. 
The detective ordered Moriel to violate 


Massiah by enticing a “fresh” confes¬ 
sion from a legally represented, pretrial 
inmate. With cooperation, the cop says, 
he will help enroll the thug in the U.S. 
military. “Then, you know, you can get 
away [with killing people],” Flynn brags. 
“That’s cool,” Moriel replies. 

April 9 : Undermining the credibility of 
his own agency’s confidential-informant 
index, Senior Deputy District Attorney 
Howard Gundy ridicules Anaheim police 
officer David Hermann, who in 2000 
labeled Perez as untrustworthy and cau¬ 
tioned, “DO NOT USE AS A Cl.” 

April 10 Gundy says Sanders’ allegations of 
law-enforcement cheating are “vile and out¬ 
rageous,” but he doesn’t cite a single error. 

April 18 Goethals orders OCDA to sur¬ 
render more previously hidden records. 

April 22 : Gundy admits OCDA violated 
Massiah in the Dekraai case and agrees 
to suppress illegally obtained statements, 
all in hopes of ending the hearing and 
blocking Deputy DA Petersen’s testi¬ 
mony. Goethals doesn’t agree. Petersen 
begins testifying and states that he has 
“an evolving” understanding of his Brady 
obligations and never read any of the 
withheld informant notes. 

April 28 : Dekraai pleads guilty on all 
counts, enhancements and special cir¬ 
cumstances in the indictment. 

May 1 Goethals advises Dekraai he 
faces 232 years to life in prison without 
parole or the death penalty and asks if he 
wishes to withdraw his guilty plea. The 
defendant says no. 

May i Tunstall begins multiple days of 
testimony in which he asserts OCSD 
doesn’t have an informant program, there 
are no records to solve the mystery of 
Perez’s jail movements, and the failure 
to surrender critical Moriel informant 
records in the murder trial of Leonel 
Vega wasn’t OCDA’s fault. Later, he 
blames former Assistant United States 
Attorney Terri Flynn-Peister (now a state 
judge) for ordering that Moriel’s notes be 
hidden from defense lawyers. All of his 
claims will eventually be eviscerated. 

May 6 : Gundy expresses anger that his 
OCDA and OCSD colleagues are being

placed under oath before testifying 
and that Sanders could have avoided 
this “indignity” by simply labeling 
their mistakes “negligence,” not inten¬ 
tional corruption. 

May 7 During his multiple days of testi¬ 
mony, Garcia reiterates OCSD has no inde¬ 
pendent informant program, there’s no 
way to know why inmates are moved, and 
special-handling deputies such as himself 
and Tunstall are at the mercy of jail nurses 
for inmate housing assignments. All three 
claims will eventually be destroyed. 

May 8 SAPD detective David Rondou— 
who had testified that good investiga¬ 
tors record their interrogations and yet 
hadn’t taped at least seven key meetings 
with Moriel—hits the witness stand and 
will tell the defense lawyer he “prays” 
for his soul. 

May 15 : Sitting on the witness stand, 
trying to explain why he failed to turn 
over discovery, Deputy DA Mark Geller 
delights Gundy by agreeingthat Sanders 
is an “imbecile.” 

May 21 : Deputy William Grover—who is 
a central figure in the supposedly non¬ 
existent informant program—testifies 
his informant work “is less than zero.” 

In coming days, Sanders ponders why, 
then, one of Grover’s OCSD performance 
evaluations praises him for conducting 
a training session with the assistance of 
“confidential informants.” 

June 26 : Flynn-Peister adamantly denies 
Tunstall’s claim that she ordered him to 
hide informant evidence, an assertion 
believed by Goethals. 

July 25 : In arguing that OCDA is under no 
obligation to surrender key records in the 
possession of Tunstall, Gundy declares 
the deputy isn’t part of the prosecution. 
“To say [Tunstall] is not a state agent is 
disingenuous,” the judge says. Goethals 
then reads aloud case law that declares 
deputies and cops are part of the pros¬ 
ecution team and that prosecutors can’t 
duck discovery obligations by claiming to 
be ignorant of records in police-agency 
possession. Gundy tries a last-ditch, los¬ 
ing argument, claiming Sanders can’t 
win the point unless he can prove OCDA 
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purposefully hid records. Sanders asks 
the court to end the death-penalty option 
in exchange for immediate sentencing of 
life in prison. Goethals refuses. 

Aug. 4 : Though he declines to name 
the liars, Goethals rules that law- 
enforcement officials committed perjury 
while answering Sanders’ questions. 

He blames prosecutor tactics for delay¬ 
ing the case, but the judge won’t recuse 
OCDA or end the death penalty as an 
option because, he asserts, the govern¬ 
ment’s misconduct wasn’t intentional. 

Nov. 7 : Sanders files a motion for 
reconsideration of the August ruling 
after discovering TRED, a secret jail¬ 
housing records system that Garcia, 
Tunstall and Grover pretended never 
existed and contradicts their prior 
testimony. He also obtains an OCSD 
memo to an assistant sheriff that 
reveals, also contrary to deputies’ tes¬ 
timony, the department had approved 
a Massiah scam conducted in the 
disciplinary-isolation section of the jail 
to get an illegal confession. 

Dec. 11 : Goethals agrees reconsideration 
of his prior ruling is necessary.

Jan. 28 , Superior Court Judge James A. 
Stotler recuses himself from presiding 
over Sanders’ defense of accused killer 
Daniel Wozniak, admitting he’d been 
rooting for the public defender to fail. 


Feb. 9 Under oath, Tunstall says he’d 
written a search-warrant affidavit under¬ 
mining his 2014 testimony that OCSD 
had no jailhouse-informant program. 
Under Sanders’ grilling, the deputy—who 
has a doctorate in psychology and two 
master’s degrees—tries to evade the affi¬ 
davit’s contents. Sanders asks if he stood 
by his word choice that he “cultivated. 

.. numerous” informants. No, says the 
deputy. He maintains he’d botched basic 
English on the two words. And had he 
“supervised” informants, as the affidavit 
states? Nope, he replies, “Guess that’s the 
wrong word again.” 

Feb. 17 : Trying to explain why he hid the 
existence of TRED records, Garcia says 
he thought he didn’t have to honestly 
answer questions under oath because 
of OCSD’s command to keep the system 
top secret. 

March 12 : Sanders says the willingness of 
OCDA to allow false testimony is alarm¬ 
ing. Gundy claims he’s “astonished” by 
the emptiness of Sanders’ work, claiming 
that it would get an “F” in law school. 
Goethals rules that deputies Garcia and 
Tunstall, as well as Deputy DA Petersen, 
committed perjury in the Dekraai spe¬ 
cial hearings, determines OCDA can’t be 
trusted to act ethically, recuses the entire 
office, bans the introduction of aggravat¬ 
ing evidence unrelated to the killings, 
appoints the California Attorney General 
as replacement prosecutor, and keeps 
the death penalty as an option. 

March 15 : After his office spent 14 


months strenuously fighting the 
legitimacy of Sanders’ claims, Rack- 
auckas admits his prosecutors made 
“missteps” in the case. “We should 
have done more to learn the history 
of the confidential informant [Perez] 
that we were working with that was 
offering information in the case, and 
frankly, I think that’s the greatest mis¬ 
take, and a lot of things have resulted 
from that.” The DA’s campaign man¬ 
ager suggests Goethals’ recusal ruling 
wasn’t based on the facts, but rather 
on petty retaliation to the office. 
Gundy blames failures on prosecutors 
not being “fully apprised” of OCSD’s 
informant activities. 

March 17 : David Whiting, a columnist for 
the Orange County Register, calls the 
72-year-old Rackauckas “smart enough 


and courageous enough” to finish his 
current four-year term, after which, 
he believes, it will be time for “new 
blood” as DA. 

March 20 : Attorney General Kamala Har¬ 
ris, who has stood by in a non-critical, 
partnering stance with OCDA, appeals 
the recusal motion and claims she will 
conduct an “independent” investigation. 
Rackauckas says his prosecutors have 
been “honest and hardworking” public 
servants and blames “the system” for 
causing delays. Victims’ families blast 
the DA and the lying sheriff’s deputies 
for using unnecessary tactics that have 
stalled the case. Todd Spitzer, chairman 
of the Board of Supervisors and a for¬ 
mer prosecutor, says the failures in the 
Dekraai matter are Rackauckas’ fault.

What's Really Going On With The Bees! 


health of not only the surrounding bee 
population and environment, but the 
human community as well. 


YOU can provide the most essential step to saving bees. With disappearing habitat, what the bees need more than anything is somewhere to live. 


T he number of managed beehives 
in the United States is up 19% 
since 2008. In areas such 
as Orange County where there is 
increasingly a shortage of undeveloped 
land, this unfortunately results in bees 
trying to build colonies in people’s fences 
and walls, where they run into conflict 
with humans. Companies such as Bee 
Busters do their best to relocate these 
bees, but they only have so much space 
available to put beehives. And this is 
why the most important thing you can do 
for the bees is provide space for beehives. 

A good place for beehives is a flat 
area in a non-densely-developed area, 
for example in one of the canyon 
communities. If you have fruit trees 
or crops, pollination from hives in the 
immediate vicinity can increase your 
yield five to ten-fold. So if you have land 
suitable for beehives, the bees benefit, 
the beekeepers benefit, you benefit, and 
the community around you benefits 
(because more hives can be relocated 
from them). 

Since the first hive of honeybees was 
introduced to the Americas in 1622 the 
number of bee colonies, both feral and 
managed, has steadily increased to fill 
this new territory. Additionally, as the 
human population has increased, the 
number of hives kept by humans has 
increased proportionally. As you can see 



has been a steady uphill ever since then. 
In the last century the bee population 
in the United States has had its ups 
and downs, or really, one major up and 
down. As you can see in the chart, there 
was a very sharp rise in the number of 
beehives during the war years from 1941 
to 1947. This was due to government 
encouragement of beekeeping due to a 
wartime sugar shortage and the use of 
beeswax to hold together explosives. In 
fact the number of beehives has been 
predominantly determined by economic 
factors. The two depressions you see 
in the chart prior to the war peak are 



likely the result of increased competition 
from sugar beets as a source of staple 
sugar, and then the appearance on the 
market of synthetic sugars. From there 
honey fell from being a staple sugar to 
the luxury item that couldn’t compete 
with synthetic sugar for consumers on 
a budget, and thus, not surprisingly, 
spiraled down steadily in production 
numbers after the war. Since 1987 
the number of actual beekeepers has 
decreased by 40%, but the number of 
hives per remaining beekeeper has 
increased by 66 %. Fortunately in the 
most recent ten years the number of 
hives of bees has stabilized and actually 
increased. 

“Things have changed a lot since I used 
to peddle around on a bicycle as a boy 
and catch swarms” says Bee Busters 
founder David Marder, “I can remember 



of beehives in the foothills and no one 
would do anything. 

There was a crisis in the 80s when varroa 
mites arrived, and no one was around, no 
one cared, just me and some other people 
trying to save bees from tree hollows. 

Then Africanized [“killer”] bees 
arrived and before they even got here 
vector control was going around killing 
everything in sight and I was like 'heeey 
you shouldn’t do that. They killed the 
gene pool. You don’t have survivor stock 
if you’ve killed them all 

Then local authorities demanded that 
I have a pest control operator’s license 
to do bee removal, or else they’d throw 
me in jail. Now it’s a free for all, the 
county is full of unlicensed people 
getting toxic pesticides from the internet 
and saying they’re saving the bees, but 
they’re endangering homeowners and 
themselves, and the bees. 

Recently for example I got a call from a 
homeowner where the unlicensed 'bee 
saver’ sprayed termidor into a house’s 
eaves, which is a highly toxic termiticide 
that is not supposed to be applied into 
occupied human habitations. And it 
can poison bees from other colonies 
and other non-target pests. This is just 
one example of how the untrained and 


One of the saddest days of my life was 
when I had Dr Eric Mussen from the UC 
Davis bee lab riding along with me and 
he said 'David, with these Africanized 
bees here, I don’t want you saving bees 
in this area any more, and I don’t want 
you giving them to people to put in 
backyards. 

I stopped for awhile, but now that people 
aren’t as afraid of Africanized bees 
anymore I rescue as many as I have space 
for, and promptly re-queen the colonies 
so they’ll become non-Africanized. But I 
really need more space.” 

If you would like to support the 
bees but don’t have land to host 
hives on, please consider donating 
to one of the legitimate bee research 
organizations such as Project Apis M 
(projectapsm.org), Bee Aid International 
(worldbeedev.org), the USDA Bee Lab, or 
the UC Davis Bee Lab (http://beebiology. 
ucdavis.edu/). There’s countless other 
organizations which have used the 
recent interest in bees to put “donate to 
us” buttons on their website and collect 
people’s money. 

The charities and labs we have listed 
here though are at the forefront of bee 
research and support.

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Be a Pai Gu Fan 

Taiwanese pork chop specialist Kingchops opens in Irvine, 

a town not lacking in pork chops

I n the brave new Irvine, where there 
are more Taiwanese restaurants 
than there might be of any other 
cuisine, the pork chop rice called 
pai gu fan might be the most commonly 
eaten dish in the city. It’s such a constant 
and essential representation of all that 
is homey, simple and good in Taiwanese 
cooking that you’d sooner find a Mexican 
cantina without tacos than a Taiwanese 
restaurant without pork chop rice. 

For years, my benchmark was Nice Time 
Deli’s version. It came with a swooping 
plank of hog the size of my face that was 
covered in a bubbled batter, then chopped 
into spears and served alongside a heap 
of rice doused with ladles of soy-stewed 
ground pork, wedges of tofu and a boiled 
egg. When Nice Time closed a couple 
of years ago, A&J’s batterless and nearly 
ruddy pork chops became my new normal. 

But the truth is everyone makes great 
pork chops in Irvine. Tea Station makes 
one. Even JJ Bakery’s pork chop rice is 
exceptional. When a restaurant called 
Popcorn Chicken recently opened to offer 
Taiwanese night-market fried foods, it 
offered its own take on pai gu fan, com¬ 
plete with one of the best fried pork chops 
I’ve ever had the pleasure of eating. That 
even a place called Popcorn Chicken can 
do a wonderful pork chop didn’t stop 
Kingchops, a Taiwanese pork chop special¬ 
ist, from opening here. Unlike Kardashi- 
ans, in this case, more is always better. 

From the sign, it seems that Kingchops 
started in 1961 in Taiwan. Though I’ve 
yet to find anyone who has been to the 


original or even heard of it, Kingchops 
has built a solid reputation among pai gu 
fan fans in the City of Industry. I’ve not 
tried that location, but if it’s anything like 
the Irvine branch, it has also brought the 
making of pork chops down to a science. 

The first time I ate at Kingchops, my 
pork chop rice came out scarcely seconds 
after I ordered it. Frankly, it was too quick. 
But as hard as I tried to find any telltale 
signs that the pork chop was reheated or 
less than freshly cooked, it was flawless. It 
sat somewhere between Nice Time’s and 
A&J’s, with a barely there shimmer of bat¬ 
ter that I don’t think was meant to be par¬ 
ticularly crunchy or even crisp. Instead, the 
defining characteristic of Kingchops’ chop 
was the flavor—a pervasive sweetness prob¬ 
ably owed to a spoonful of sugar, but mostly 
a lot of rice wine. That the pork came in a 
separate plate underscored how capable it 
was of standing on its own. The pai gu fan 
was so good the rest of the meal seemed 
ho-hum by comparison. The sculpted rice 
dome needed more sauce from its sim¬ 
mered ground-pork topping to make it sing 
louder. And as I finished the sides of broc¬ 
coli, corn nibblets and marinated bean curd, 
I realized I only did so because I’ve been 
conditioned to always eat my vegetables. 

There were other near-misses. The cold 
cucumber appetizer lacked the garlicky 
oomph of the same dish served a few 
doors down at I-Tea Cafe. And the brown 
sauce that covered the chilled tofu with 
preserved egg was all salt and no depth. 

I’d also skip the drinks: The watered- 
down taro milk tea was missing both the 


sweetness and the malty richness I’ve 
come to expect when I order it at Tapioca 
Express, and the slushies—flavored with 
syrup, not actual fruit—tasted as artificial 
as Jolly Ranchers. 

If you’re going to add anything to your 
meal at Kingchops, let it be the Taiwanese 
meatball, a fist-sized gob of gelatinous 
rice-flour dough formed into a bouncy, 
chewy mass akin to mochi, but with 
minced pork and mushroom in the middle. 
It’s drowned in a pink sauce that I’m sure 
involves ketchup, garlic and sugar. Or try 
the Zen-like simplicity of the boiled vege¬ 
table, blanched Taiwanese lettuce with its 
crunch intact and topped with more saucy 
minced pork and crispy fried shallots. 

The best thing to have with your pork 
chop is the “dry” noodle—a bowl of 
boiled white strands topped with diced 
pickled vegetables, lots of minced pork 
and enough sauce to coat everything you 
slurp. Even better is the noodle with pork 
and bean paste—a stand-alone dish that 
you mix thoroughly to spread the thick, 
fragrant, black-as-tar glop and eat the 
same way you would Korean jajangmyeon. 

But you know what Kingchops does best? 
The fried chicken leg—a gnarled, crispy, 
bone-in thigh and drumstick imbued with 
the same rice wine-sweetened soul as the 
pork chops. Your move, Popcorn Chicken!

Y ou've had beef pho, of course, 
and probably chicken pho. Maybe 
you've even had the version of the soup 
with meatballs in it, and you've definitely 
tried the tripe and naughty bits once just 
to show off to the cute Vietnamese girl 
(or boy) you were trying to impress. But 
I'll bet you a sinh to to your nuoc mam 
that you've never had fish pho before. 

I don't blame you, as fish pho is a rar¬ 
ity in Little Saigon. The ostensible rea¬ 
son is because Vietnamese cuisine has 
far more famous seafood soups (bun 
rieu, banh can cua), but I thinkthere's 
a working-class stigma attached to the 
meal as well. When I told Weekly staffer 
Charles Lam I had just gone to fish 
pho's most famous local purveyors, Pho 
Vinh Ky and Pho Vinh Ky 2, he wrinkled 
his nose the same way I do whenever 
people eat at Taco Bell—except I'm 
right in my disdain, and Clam is dead- 
wrong. Take beef pho stock, throw 
in thicker-than-usual noodles, add a 
bunch of parsley and raw white onions, 
and you have the base. Then comes 
the fish, a type of catfish called basa 
(better known in the U.S. as swai) that's 
light in flavor and almost as tender as 
lobster tail. Both Pho Vinh Kys (the only 
real difference between the two is the 
awesome neon sign outside the second 
location featuring a giant fish and "PHO 
CA" !) offer heaps of it—pound-for- 
pound, the most bountiful bowl of pho in 
all OC. Add a ginger sauce on the side 
that you're supposed to dunk each slice 
of fish into, as well as the customary 
Mekong delta of herbs, and fish pho 
is a glorious meal: settling well on the 
palate and stomach, and probably the 
most accessible ethnic fish stew you'll 
ever taste. 

Are there other dishes at the Pho 
Vinh Kys? Of course: beef and chicken 
pho, bowls of bun so large they can 
easily host footballs, and a whole list 
of dac biets. But stick with the fish 
pho, and screw any haters who'll look 
down on you for eating it—the room¬ 
ful of Vietnamese around you is all the 
backup you need.

Vesper at Pizzeria Ortica 

W hen its time to meet for a drink, you 
probably drive somewhere next to the 
workplace. Its familiar, right? But you're kind 
of missing out. We're not saying you need to 
drive two cities over for happy hour. Just try 
a few blocks over. Or, in the case of Pizzeria 
Ortica, drive toward Costa Mesa. 

The bar is at the far end of a long counter- 
top that begins in the kitchen and meanders 
the length of the restaurant. The open feel 
makes for a relaxed vibe that's often buzzing 
the hour before show time. Once the curtain 
rises, there's room to pull up a chair and 
engage in some serious drinking. If you find 
yourself here, try a Vesper. 

THE DRINK 

A grappa-based cocktail isn'tthe first thing that 
comes to mind when ordering. But again, push 
those boundaries a little (that's the point of the 
drink). A barrel-aged blend of Candolini Clas- 


sica and Can¬ 
dolini Ruta, this 
alone is still pretty 
harsh on the 
throat. The awe¬ 
somely named 
Aristotle Altstaet- 
terand his boss, 
head bartender 
Joel Caruso, 
factor in Contratto 
Vermouth Bianco and Lillet vino, plus a bar 
spoon of small-batch tonic. Altstaetter gives 
it a shake, shake, shake over ice, finishing the 
drink with a peel of lemon. The result: an unex¬ 
pected balance. Vesper is smooth as silk. 

The beverage is named after a special 
character from a notorious classic—Ian Flem¬ 
ing's Bond tale Casino Royale. Vesper Lynd is 
a strong presence, before the "shaken, not 
stirred" era. Every drop should be savored.

Chapman University’s The Barber does not make the cut

I had high hopes for The Barber 

when it was announced as the first 
movie made by Chapman Filmed 
Entertainment, the private Orange 
university film school’s independent pro¬ 
duction company. 

The feature-length directorial debut of 
Basel Owies (class of 2010) had going for it 
veteran actor Scott Glenn in the title role, 
the brain trust of the Dodge College of Film 
and Media Arts behind it, and a worldwide 
distribution deal with a company whose 
high-quality projects include Tsotsi, The 
Last Station and It Might Get Loud. 

Sadly, The Barber does not make the cut. 
Opening Friday at AMC Orange—as 
well as in nine other cities and on video- 
on-demand—the revenge thriller is not 
horrible. You could do worse when it 
comes to violent indie dramas that roll on 
cable movie channels during your week¬ 
end nap on the sofa. What The Barber has 
in common with similar genre pictures 
are predictability, cliched characters and 
crumbling third acts. 

Glenn is small-town barber Eugene 
Van Wingerdt, who is beloved by 
neighbors, customers and the police 
chief (another veteran actor, Stephen 
Tobolowsky). But Van Wingerdt may also 
be a dormant serial killer whose secret 
is known by John McCormack (Chris 
Coy, who had multiple-episode roles on 


cable’s True Blood, Treme and The Walk¬ 
ing Dead). McCormack is a Chicago cop 
and son of the late police detective who 
had been obsessed with proving Van 
Wingerdt was his serial-killer suspect, 
but he could not make charges stick. The 
obsession is inherited by the younger 
McCormack, who wins the confidence 
of the lonely barber in an attempt to 
uncover the truth. 

Their battle of wits becomes the crux 
of The Barber, which would have been 
improved greatly by a few more rewrites 
of the script—by longtime television 
writer Max Enscoe, Chris Frazier (class 
of’08) and Charlie Frazier—to stretch the 
mystery and temper the ultra-violence. 

Tobolowsky and especially Glenn 
rise above the material they have been 
given. With his stern, wrinkly face, stoic 
demeanor and manufactured amble, 
Glenn keeps you invested in a story that 
does not reward the viewer with a satisfy¬ 
ing payoff. Indeed, he and Tobolowsky 
are the only actors we see onscreen 
in tune with the delicate tone that is 
required in a movie that should straddle a 
straight razor’s edge of dark menace and 
black comedy. 

Olivia Taylor Dudley and Kristen Hager 
fill one-note roles as a waitress at a greasy 
spoon and McCormack’s police partner/ 
main squeeze, respectively. We have come 


to a moment in cinematic history when it 
takes you out of a picture to witness young 
women who are as attractive as they are 
working as waitresses at diners and as 
big-city police detectives. I suppose it 
could happen, somewhere, but it happens 
so often in low-budget flicks such as this 
that it’s a cliche of a cliche. 

Of course, hot chicks, violent beatings 
and buckets of blood sell, perhaps even 
more internationally than here in the 
States. The Barber producer Travis Knox— 
a 1993 Chapman alum, former studio 
executive and current head of develop¬ 
ment and production at Dodge College- 
told the university’s student newspaper 
that of all the scripts he reviewed, The 
Barber’s “was the one that fit every bullet 
point we wanted, as far as price, market¬ 
ability and commercial value.” 

How about bullet points for art, intel¬ 
ligence and stirring messages? One hopes 
those are also instilled in Dodge students so 
we can look forward to the second Chap¬ 
man Filmed Entertainment production.

Whale of a Tale 

W hen the news hit that a gray whale was 
found tangled in rope and laboring to swim 
in 60 feet of water off the Dana Point Headlands 
shortly afternoon on March 16,1 knew for certain 
that at least a couple of thousand Orange Coun- 
tians shooktheir heads and sighed. 

That's because they had all joined me a few 
weeks earlier for friends and family screenings in 
the Irvine Spectrum I MAX theater of Humpback 
Whales, the latest large-format movie from Mac- 
Gillivray Freeman Films of Laguna Beach. 

The most dramatic part of the otherwise-upbeat 
documentary involved a massive humpbackteth- 
eredto a long line and buoys. Fortunately, there 
were happy endings forthe whales onscreen and 
off our coast. In both cases, that was thanks to 
human volunteers who literally dive into the dan¬ 
gerous task of freeing giant mammals from ropes, 
fishing nets and other debris—a service that is in 
ever more demand as more junk and overfishing 
infect our waters, Humpback Whales narrator 
Ewan McGregor informs us. 

It was director Greg MacGillivray doing the 
informing before and after the screening, noting that 
protecting whales, other sea life and the sea itself 
is a goal of MacGillivray Freeman Films' One World 
One Ocean campaign, launched in the spring of 2012. 

The multiplatform media campaign kicked off 
with another excellent MacGillivray Freeman doc¬ 
umentary, To the Arctic 3D, which was narrated 
by Meryl Streep and debuted that April. The cam¬ 
paign continues with Humpback Whales, which 
is co-presented by Newport Beach-based Pacific 
Life, the insurance company known for its iconic 
image of a leaping whale crashing into the water. It 
is now playing at Ruben H. Fleet Science Center in 
San Diego, opening July 3 at the California Science 
Center in Los Angeles and returning at a date to be 
determined to the Irvine Spectrum IMAX. 

Atthe screening I attended, MacGillivray 
explained to the crowd that there had been two 
Irvine IMAX presentations of Humpback Whalesto 
Santa Ana schoolchildren that same morning, and all 
had promised him they would grow up to be marine 
biologists. It's easy to see the allure when you gaze 
at footage of the majestic sea creatures that makes 
it seem as if you are underwater with them. 

Speaking of teaching moments, not to be missed 
are the scenes of mama humpbacks instruct¬ 
ing their offspring on making the above-surface 
splashes that helps Pacific Life push its insurance 
policies. Talk about the ultimate product placement!

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OPENING 

GET HARD Get Hard, Etan Cohen's comedy 
about a white stockbroker who hires a 
black man to prepare him for a ten-year 
stretch in San Quentin, is like a spoon 
that's almost-but-not-yet sharpened into a 
shiv. With just a little more effort, it could 
kill. The comedy isn't hunting Will Ferrell's 
ultra-rich James King, but another target: 
the privilege he represents. Like the tight- 
fisted conservatives in Congress, Ferrell's 
Harvard-educated silver-spooner is so blind 
to his own privilege that when his boss and 
father-in-law (Craig T. Nelson) brags about 
founding their agency with only "me, my 
computer, and an $8 million loan from my 
father," he applauds. Ferrell's idiocy doesn't 
work. But his decency does. Instead of 
playing King like a callous corporate villain, 
he's a well-meaning sap who sincerely 
believes he's a good person—or, at least, 
certainly not a bigot. Mistaking car-washer 
Darnell (Kevin Hart) for a carjacker, he 
can't admit that it was because he's black, 
swearing that he'd have reacted the same 
if he were "rich or poor or white or... 
miscellaneous." Still, King is willing to pay 
Darnell $30,000 to teach him to act tough. 
The extra twist is that King can't tell that 
Darnell is a straight-arrow nerd. Darnell's 
wife (Edwina Findley Dickerson) is sure King 
will see through his thug act. But Darnell 
simply puts on a black skullcap and lets 
cultural assumptions take care of the rest. 
As befits their characters, Hart acts like a 
normal human, and Ferrell a cartoon. (R)

ONGOING 

CHAPPIE Since his debut, District9, Neill 
Blomkamp has shown he knows where he 
stands in the division between man and 
machine: He's sided against Homo sapiens 
for being judgmental and cruel. His sci-fi 
flicks are thick with emotion, as though 
Rutger Hauer's dying replicant put down 
the white dove and picked up a camera. In 
Chappie he creates a robot martyr. Shot in 
the heart—er, battery—in the line of duty, 
Chappie's innards have fused, leaving him 
only enough charge for five days of use. His 
corporate maker Deon (Dev Patel) rescues 
him from the scrap heap and implants an 
experimental conscience chip, turning 
the bot into a newborn who has to relearn 
everything. Deon must fight for custody 
against a trio of thugs who want to use 
Chappie's brawn to pull off a multimillion- 
dollar heist. And worse, Chappie's decided 
two of them (Die Antwoord's Yo-Landi Visser 
and Ninja, acting under those names) are 
his mommy and daddy. Blomkamp and 
co-writer Terri Tatchell's script solders 
Hobo Cop onto Three Men and a Baby 
and sets the proceedings in a demented 
abandoned-building nursery/bootcamp 
where the guns, bricks, and punching bags 
are all innocent pastels. After a cloying 
early stretch, Ninja toughens up his robot 
by exposing him to the worst of human¬ 
ity. The plot is silly, the gears are loud, 
and good actors like Hugh Jackman and 
Sigourney Weaver are simply set loose to 
chew the scenery. But the sci-fi purists who 
will roll their eyes at it and go home and 
rewind their Verhoeven would have ranked 
Chappie as a classic if they'd seen it at the 
right emotionally scarring young age. (R)

CINDERELLA There's no empowerment 
message embedded in Kenneth Branagh's 
Cinderella, no "Girls can do anything!" 
cheerleader vibe. That's why it's wonder¬ 


ful. This is a straight, no-chaser fairy story, 
a picture to be downed with pleasure. It 
worries little about sending the wrong mes¬ 
sage and instead trusts us to decode its 
politics, sexual and otherwise, on our own. 
And face it—kids have been left on their 
own to decode the politics of fairy tales for 
centuries. Like all of Branagh's films, even 
some of the bad ones, his bold, rococo 
Cinderella is practically Wagnerian in its 
ambitions—it's so swaggering in its confi¬ 
dence that at times it almost commands us 
to like it. But it's also unexpectedly delicate 
in all the right ways, and uncompromis¬ 
ingly beautiful to look at. But what you'll 
miss if you do! As the primrose-radiant 
Lily James (of Downton Abbe)/} plays her, 
this Cinderella never comes off as a simp, 
maybe thanks, in part, to James' sturdy, 
storm-cloud eyebrows: She's a princess 
with presence. No wonder the mice of the 
household adore her—they chatter their 
thanks as she upends a teacup to make 
a dinner table for them. This is the first 
Cinderella I can think of where the prince 
is a thoughtful young man confounded by 
sorrows and challenges of his own. And 
say what you will about Branagh's notorious 
ego: When he makes a movie, he makes a 
movie, a grand marvel of visual details and 
gestures that laughs haughtily at the idea 
of being watched at home on a TV screen.

THE GUNMAN Sometimes Sean Penn's face 
is enough to anchor The Gunman, the ambi¬ 
tious and only partially successful action 
thriller from Taken director Pierre Morel. 
Penn's character, soldier-turned-mercenary 
Jeff Terrier (that surname tells you a lot), is 
both a lover and a fighter, capable of both 
intense lovesickness and high-and-mighty 
moral standards. As the movie opens, 

Terrier is stationed in the Democratic 
Republic of the Congo circa 2006, a time of 
devastating national strife following years 
of civil war. He's a former special-ops guy 
assigned to protect a group of NGO work¬ 
ers, among them comely doctor Annie 
(Italian actress Jasmine Trinca), with whom 
he's romantically involved—they nuzzle 
each other at the communal dinner table, as 
Terrier's bossy colleague Felix (a dyspeptic¬ 
looking Javier Bardem) slinks around jeal¬ 
ously. Terrier may look like someone who 
really cares, but it becomes clear early on 
that he's accepted a not-so-selfless mission. 
Fast-forward eight years: He's a changed 
man, now doing humanitarian aid in the 
Congo himself, but he's also lost his lady 
love, and worse yet, someone is trying to 
kill him. In his search for answers, he trots 
the globe, frequently removing his shirt so 
we can see how trim and finely sculpted his 
torso is: If Penn's got the face of a guy who 
survives whatever comes his way, his body 
is definitely the sort of thing you have to 
work for. Penn's vanity—both in the way he 
shows off his bod and in the way he drives 
home the nobility of the once-wayward 
Terrier—is either the most deeply annoy¬ 
ing thing about The Gunman(R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

IT FOLLOWS Forget Dracula and Freddie 
Kruger. In writer/director David Robert 
Mitchell's It Follows, the killer is as generic 
as death, the universal murderer. The mon¬ 
ster can look like anyone: an old woman, 
a child, your mom. And instead of cackling 
quips or toying with blades, it simply paces 
toward you, as silent and slow as a lion, 
until it's close enough to pounce. Flee to 
Kansas and it will pad behind in pursuit. A 
child fears the boogeyman under the bed. 
Grown-ups wake up terrified of nightmares 
like this—they know that in some form, 


an assassin will slay us all and there's no 
escape. Mitchell has made a teen slasher 
for adults. The sacrificial flesh is young, 
but the horrors are for the barely legal and 
above, as the stalker is transmitted by sex. 
Sleep with the wrong partner, as 19-year- 
old Jay (Maika Monroe, the square-shoul¬ 
dered blonde of last summer's excellent The 
Guest} discovers, and death passes from 
her date to her. Jay's choices are dire: die, 
or kill her own conscience by seducing the 
next victim. It Follows crams big ideas into a 
thin, but stylish thriller that shares the visual 
tics of this new breed of low budget, high 
ambition horror. There's a way-cool synth 
soundtrack, curiously dated set design 
(our heroine still watches a TV with rabbit 
ears), several gorgeous tracking shots, and 
pounds of atmospheric pressure. At times, 
the film moves so slow it feels drugged. But 
just when boredom sets in, a figure moves 
in the distance and alarm bells sound all 
over again. The most fun will be in dissect¬ 
ing it afterwards. Film school professors, 
look forward to a decade of term papers.

His Jimmy finds some comfort in 
his friend Shawn (Ed Harris), a rich crook 
attempting to go straight. But thanks to 
a too-coincidental collision between 
Jimmy's son Michael (Joel Kinnaman), 


Shawn's son Danny (Boyd Holbrook), and 
a couple Albanian heroin dealers, the two 
old lions are forced to hunt each other to 
defend their families. Collet-Serra is so 
excited to unleash Neeson that the film 
spins itself silly with swooping zooms 
and portentous lightning claps. (R) Amy 
Nicholson.

Grooved Out, Man 


The Fred Tomaselli exhibit at the Orange County Museum of Art is 

like a bag of Cheetos to a stoner

red Tomaselli: The 
Times,” at Orange County 
Museum of Art, is the 
first Southern California 


solo exhibition of the artist’s work in 15 
years, but it posits a Hunter S. Thompson 
Stoner’s nihilism about pharmaceuticals 
and politics that made a lot more sense 45 
years ago. Presented by chief curator Dan 
Cameron, with a limited print commen¬ 
tary, the work is accomplished, often strik¬ 
ing and well-chosen, but ultimately, it feels 
regressive and stalled in the past, despite 
its eye-catching beauty. 

The tip-off is right at the opening with 
two portraits of Tomaselli’s friends, Por¬ 
trait of Paul and Portrait of Jim and Vivian: 
Declining to feature anything so gauche 
as poses or actual faces, the pictures are 
composed of petite constellations of white 
dots, nervous-system starscapes on a black 
background, a glut of drug names (legal 
and not) glowing in their darkness. Unlike 
a standard portrait, we’re not privy to the 
subject’s social standing, but we do get 
an idea of what heals them or dulls their 
senses. The artist’s self-portrait, All the 
Bands I Can Remember Seeing and All the 
Extinct Vertebrates in North America Since 
1492, is less fascinating reality than simple, 
list-y biography. The ephemeral quality of 
good bands is a questionable comparison 
to an environmental die-off, but Tomaselli 
has great taste in music, running the gamut 
between King Sunny Ade and Circle Jerks. 

Tomaselli’s full-sized works are all 
entrancing, if not mildly repetitive in their 
obsessions: Quilt is a naked human form 
built of faded collage squares of blue-jean 
crotches, zippers, and the collars and 
sleeves of jackets, the background a blue 
version of the same, surrounded by a black 
resin border of real hemp and tiny painted 
flames. After Oct 16,2010 is made of pot, 
acrylic and resin, a cut-up collage of con- 
sumerist crap—air freshener, soda, tires and 
hand tools—swirling into an Inferno of capi¬ 
talist culture. Similarly, the cranium in the 
center of the painting The Head With Flow¬ 
ers coughs up a cascade of internal organs, 
colored blossoms and... more hemp leaves. 

The majority of the exhibition features 
front pages of The New York Times, the 
center photos altered by Tomaselli with 
collage and gouache, some of it an attempt 
to address grievances by manipulating the 
visages of politicians and corrupt busi¬ 
ness leaders: President Barack Obama as a 
black-headed spermatozoa accompanying 
a painted collage of the Supreme Court 
resembling a fleshy hydra of grinning 
maggots; printed on a sheet of watercolor 
paper perforated to suggest tabs of acid, 


former WorldCom CEO Bernard J. Ebbers’ 
head explodes in a Mardi Gras mask of 
color, his wife grimly holding his glowing 
hand, one of her eyes sparking like a Star 
Trek Borg (Guilty, 2005); Russian President 
Vladimir Putin has been painted over as a 
nude woman wearing a Pussy Riot bala¬ 
clava. Others are an effort to obscure pain 
with a Mondrian wash of color: a woman, 
her body immobile and destroyed by E. 
coli bacteria, becomes a Rubik’s Cube of 
flamboyant little squares on a hospital bed; 
a protester kicks in a window that has been 
painted to look like stained glass. 

The artist’s punk anti-war sentiments 
ornament the dim prospect of a black- 
and-white world by touching it up with 
primary shades: A specialist ambushed 
in Afghanistan rushes the camera and 
bursts into light—his stance reminiscent 
of Ken Russell’s Altered States finale, 
William Hurt slamming his fists into the 
walls of his hallway—fighting to regain his 
humanity, and in Dec. 12,2012, masked 
workers assemble the war-torn fragments 
of human beings on a conveyor belt. 
There’s also a deft commentary on the 
distractive quality of sports: Soccer play¬ 
ers cheer as they’re consumed by flame, 
heads painted over as skulls, the victory 
cup held aloft as spirals of blood spray 
and curl and splash out of its inside. 


It’s Aug. 10,2011, with its brooms as over¬ 
sized paint brushes splashing a rainbow over 
blackness, that sums up Tomaselli’s world¬ 
view far better than I can: A Pollyanna with 
a paintbrush, he’s covering over the uncom¬ 
fortable, the difficult to address or reform, 
instead of accepting them at face value. 
While artists have historically obscured 
the ugly, what Tomaselli is doing isn’t alto¬ 
gether different from someone watching the 
alternate world of FOX News because that 
manipulated universe is more comfortable 
than the complex one he lives in. It’s the 
politics of engagement through disengage¬ 
ment, a blind wish fulfillment in place of 
actual action. It makes a certain amount of 
sense, of course: When faced with wars, 
political corruption, racist murders, envi¬ 
ronmental collapse, drought, beheadings by 
religious fanatics, financial destruction... 
doesn’t escape sound like the perfect solu¬ 
tion? Problem is, Tomaselli’s art is like a bag 
of Cheetos to a stoned man. It brings a smile, 
but it’s still junk food.

From Apprentice 
to Artisan 

Gold Rush Tattoo’s Colin Dowling believes 
in the future of tattooing 


N ine years ago, Colin Dowling 
decided to use everything he’d 
learned over the course of 
his career to open Gold Rush 
Tattoo in Costa Mesa. Dowling had never 
owned his own business before, but he’d 
been getting tattooed since he was 18, and he 
started working and apprenticing in shops 
less than a year later, so he was already clos¬ 
ing in on almost a decade in the industry 
“I’d tried to get tattooed before I was 
18, but I couldn’t find a place that would 
let me,” Dowling says. “Once I was old 
enough, I was always that kid in tattoo 
shops; they couldn’t get rid of me.” 

For nearly three years, Dowling learned 
some of the skills of the trade, such as 
making needles, without getting paid, 
before he even set his hands on a tattoo¬ 
ing machine. “I started learning how to 
draw for tattoos before I started tattooing. 
I always had hereditary traits to draw and 
create, but I never had an outlet,” Dowling 
says. “I spent most of my early twenties 
learning the technical side of it: mixing 
pigments, making needles, stuff like that. 
That’s how I developed a work ethic and 
learned what was expected.” 

More than a decade and a half later, 
Dowling believes those formative years 
were tremendously crucial to his success. 
“I’m so grateful for that time now. It might 
be the best thing that could’ve happened for 
me as atattooer,” Dowling says. “I picked 
up and was influenced by so much of what 
I saw back then. Some tattooers like to talk 
about how they’re ‘self-made,’ but really no 
artists are self-made. Everyone is influenced 
by ideas, people and so many other things.” 

While his background is in black and 
gray, as well as American traditional, 
Dowling says he’s been doing more large- 
scale work nowadays. “It’s a Japanese style, 
but it still has some American traditional 
aspects to it, seeing as I learned here,” he says. 

Since Dowling’s days as an apprentice, 
he has seen some major changes in the 
industry. While he admits that part of the

reason for the art form’s recent meteoric 
growth could be the reality-TV shows, 
a lot of the differences have to do with 
the caliber of artists entering the field. 
“Because of the popularity of tattoos now, 
you’re getting well-trained artists out of 
art schools who want to tattoo. The type 
of work being done is changing,” Dowling 
says. “The TV shows, they leave some 
things out, but they also open a lot of 
people’s eyes to tattooing. It’s not paint¬ 
ing; it’s not carving. Tattooing is a medium 
all to itself. As long as artists keep pushing 
boundaries, it’s going to keep growing.” 

OC WEEKLY ;How can you tell your tattoos 
from those of others? 

COLIN DOWLING: Usually, you see a fair 
amount of different line weights in my tat¬ 
toos. I’ll use both lighter lines and darker, 
heavier lines in the same tattoo. I also like to 
put the bright colors up in the front of the 
imagery, while the background is darker. 
What’s something that people don’t realize 
about tattooing? 

The responsibility and preparation it 
requires. You get the idea from the cus¬ 
tomer, then you have to prepare the drawing 
and take it from a sketch to a line drawing to 
a stencil. Then you apply the stencil to the 
curves of the body, and not too many people 
understand how to make a drawing work 
on a body. Over time, you learn to make 
something very difficult look easy. We’re not 
architects or painters or sculptors, but we 
have to be all of those things for a tattoo.

A Bigger, Badder, Burgerama 

The Burger boys build a test that’s all killer, no filler

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t is dinner time at the Burger 
Records bunker, the back-room 
living quarters that founders Sean 
Bohrman and Lee Rickard fashioned 
behind their record store in south Fuller¬ 
ton. Peanut butter on whole wheat and a 
bag of Cuties mandarins are spread out on 
the coffee table next to tomorrow’s outgo¬ 
ing mail, yellow envelopes full of cassette 
tapes. This is crunch time for the Burger 
boys, who are four weeks out from the 
biggest Burgerama yet. 

“We are malnourished and sleep- 
deprived,” says Rickard, leaning back in a 
folding chair in the office next to his bed, 
a couch nestled in the back corner of the 
space. It isn’t so much the festival that is 
putting Rickard and Bohrman through the 
paces at the moment as it is coordinating 
Burger’s presence at South By Southwest 
(SXSW). Anyone who has ever tried to 
coordinate anything at that annual con¬ 
ference in Austin, Texas, knows it is a 
logistical shit show. It is hard enough for 
one band to be in the right time and right 
place during that week; this year, Burger is 
coordinating 77 bands there. 

There is the “Love at First Bite” show¬ 
case at the Whip In, done in conjunction 
with LA’s Lolipop Records. Then there 
is a pool party at the Pearl Street Co-Op 
(and from the looks of Burger’s Instagram 


feed, it was more of a super-fun-looking 
around-the-pool party), as well as the 
Wienermania showcase at Spider House 
Cafe. Such details as making sure bands 
have the necessary backline equipment 
to play their set, or that the venue has 
enough Porta Potties to accommodate the 
crowds, lead to 16-, 17-, 18-hour days for 
Rickard and Bohrman. 

Scheduling Burgerama the weekend 
after SXSW has, from the first Bugaloo 
festival six years ago, been a deliberate 
and strategic move. Every indie band 
worth its mettle comes from around the 
globe to play in Austin; give them another 
festival date a week later and a day’s drive 
away, and it becomes a question of why 
the hell not? And Burgerama has grown to 
the point at which it’s now a bigger deal 
for a lot of bands than SXSW. 

Last year, it got kind of hairy when 
Burgerama sold out on the first day tickets 
went on sale, and the guys had to scram¬ 
ble to expand the event onto the grounds 
of the Observatory, as well as procure the 
stage elements and the necessary permits 
that went along with that move. “That 
made this year a lot easier,” Rickard says. 

For 2015, the guys have everything 
nailed down a month before the festival, 
save a few D J time slots and the decor. 
When lights and balloons sit at the top of 



your to-do list for a two-day, 30-plus-band 
outdoor/indoor festival, that is a sign of 
proficiency. Don’t get the wrong idea, 
though; there is absolutely no laurels-rest¬ 
ing of any kind until the show is over. “It’s 
not a party-time hangout or anything like 
that,” Bohrman explains. “These bands, 
they don’t know anyone from the venue, 
but if they see me or Lee, it’s, T need this,’ 
T need this.’ Then you have to find people 
who can make it happen.” 

“We should get walkie-talkies this 
year,” Rickard chimes in. 

“Yeah!” 

“That’d be sick!” 

After a while, a boyish enthusiasm 
permeates every subject we touch on, an 
endearing byproduct for two guys who 
have lassoed their passion into a burgeon¬ 
ing career. Bohrman tells of being in sixth 
grade and heavy into Bone Thugs-N- 
Harmony, and then seeing them a couple 
of years ago at the Observatory. They 
knocked his socks off. “Best show I have 
ever seen there,” he says. 

“Same thing with Weezer,” adds 
Rickard. “We still think of them as Blue 
Album, Pinkerton-era. Weezer.” 

You can tell the guys are geeking out 
a little over their scrappy, DIY-cassette- 
based Burger Records boasting a Coach¬ 
ella headliner on this year’s Burgerama 


roster. Maybe it’s un-Burger-like for the 
guys to talk about expanding beyond their 
shoestring lifestyle and organic DIY scale, 
but their sights point decidedly upward. 
Rickard and Bohrman are creeping 
into their mid-thirties, so it’s natural to 
think about their career. And they do see 
Burgerama outgrowing the Observatory 
in the foreseeable future. “We’ve already 
talked about doing it somewhere else,” 
Rickard says. “Natural growth is inevi¬ 
table. I would love to have a really scenic 
fest somewhere—a Big Sur campout, a 
Burger-man freak show in the desert.” 

The desire for growth extends to the 
record label as well. “I really want to make 
an old-school hit, like back in the day,” 
Rickard says. “That would change things; 
we would learn a lot, and it would test us 
to the max.” What Nirvana was for Sub 
Pop immediately comes to mind. “My 
dream is for the Burger sound to be the 
now sound.”

No Time for Nostalgia 

Strung Out’s new album pushes them forward 

without looking back

N ostalgia is something many 
punk bands have been 
embracing, especially dur¬ 
ing the past year or so, as 
everyone from the Offspring to Taking 
Back Sunday have reissued their biggest 
records. But if someone told Strung Out’s 
Jason Cruz his band was veering that 
direction, that person would likely incur 
his wrath. “I don’t like looking back, and 
I really don’t care too much to listen to 
old stuff,” the singer says as he hangs out 
at a dog park near his home in Ventura 
County. “It’s like hanging out with an old 
girlfriend; it’s just hard to do.” 

That said, Cruz and his band mates 
have spent the better part of the past six 
years celebrating their ferocious early 
material, releasing a greatest-hits pack¬ 
age and a box set, as well as going out on 
a couple of album tours under terms even 
Cruz begrudgingly accepted. “It made me 
appreciate where we came from,” he says, 
“and I need that every once in a while.” 

While Strung Out was looking back for a 
brief period, Cruz and guitarist Rob Ramos 
continued to push forward with their side 
projects—Howl and the Implants, respec¬ 
tively—which helped them to sharpen 
their focus and learn what they had 
with Strung Out. “We appreciated what 
Strung Out was and what it wasn’t,” Cruz 
explains. “I think we understood what 
the band was capable of and what not to 
expect [from the collaborative process].” 

The time off from writing and releasing 
new material served them well. With the 


band members’ strong-willed personali¬ 
ties, there were plenty of disagreements 
at the beginning of the writing process for 
the new album, Transmission Alpha Delta. 
On top of their internal squabbles, it took 
the band a couple of months to shake off 
the rust and capture their old chemistry 
in the studio. Producer Kyle Black (Para- 
more, Comeback Kid) kept the band in 
line. “He’s badass and not used to work¬ 
ing with completely insane people like 
us,” Cruz says. The album, which took 
two years to finish, showcases a rejuve¬ 
nated sound. 

Though many of their contemporaries 
have disbanded or are sitting back and 
celebrating their legacies, Strung Out say 
they will continue to make music as long 
as they have something to say. 

“It’s your duty as a human being to not 
be the same person you were when you 
were at 18, when you’re a fucking douche- 
bag,” Cruz says. “To me, I think that you 
get better as a musician the older you get. I 
think it’s important to let your music show 
your age and to be true to where you are in 
life. As long as I don’t look silly up there— 
which I don’t think I do yet—I still have 
something to say, and there’s still some¬ 
thing inside of me that needs to be heard.”

here's a website called DrumJokes.com 
devoted to nothing but slagging skinsmen; 
many punch lines deal with drummers' inability to 
keep time, their penchant for sleeping with other 
band mates' partners and not knowing howto 
read sheet music. These jokes are funny because 
they're kind of true, which might explain why 
punk duo Tartar Control doesn't have a drummer. 
Instead, they have a robot. And its name is Robot. 

Using sampled drums since their inception six 
years ago might lead you to praise singer Robert 
Selander and guitarist/singer Sean Hart as the 
smartest musicians ever. However, similar to 
other drummers, Robot can talk, and it turns out 
he's kind of a dick. So much so that he stormed 
out of a recent phone interview after becoming 
upset when I asked what he did in his spare time. 
"I get more puss than an animal shelter. I can't 
help it. I have a magnetic personality—literally." 

Robot's foul mood didn't surprise Selander 
one bit. "I've looked inside that robot, and it's all 
sass," Selander says. 

You'd think Robot would be in a better mood 
since Tartar Control has so much on its calendar. 
In addition to Saturday's performance at the Doll 
Hut, there's a new record titled We Forgive You 
out April 6 (featuring 16 songs and five comedic 
skits), a show May 25 in Las Vegas as part of 
Punk Rock Bowling, and the filming of the sec¬ 
ond episode of an online show starring the band. 

There's even talk of upgrading Robot to Robot 
Version 3.0, which Selander and Hart hope will 
include eyes and a mouth that flash to the beats-

per-minute for each track and a large screen in his 
chest so people can "see the artistic visualization 
of waveform of the music he's playing," Hart says. 

These additions will keep Robot's TI-81 com¬ 
puter parts intact, but sadly, wiring and electron¬ 
ics won't be the only characteristics fans will 
recognize. "His personality has actually gotten 
more potent," Hart says. 

Being in a band with such a demonstrative 
member requires the others to be perfect angels. 
As the story goes, Selander and Hart met years ago 
in Salt Lake City, Utah, and formed a hymnal duo 
called the Smiths. After discovering another group 
had already claimed that moniker, they began lis¬ 
tening to punk rock and later moved to Los Angeles 
as part of a religious mission; there, they decided 
to form a band. As you might imagine, finding other 
musicians who shared a love of both the Holy 
Ghost and groups such as the Vandals wasn't easy. 
"It's hard to make friends when everyone thinks 
you're going to convert them," Selander says. 

After building Robot (who also plays bass), 

Tartar Control in 2011 released the 30-track Holy 
Crap!, which includes songs such as "Jesus Is 
Love," "Satanists Are Fucking Dicks" and "Smok¬ 
ing Crack." Lest anyone get any ideas about Tartar 
Control's drug intake, Selandar says he and his band 
mates use something such as smoking crack as a 
metaphor. "I was addicted to Sudoku for years," 
Selander says. "It was like I was snorting numbers." 

"Any addiction can be a crack addiction," 

Hart says. "We've never smoked crack. I under¬ 
stand it's terribly bad for your teeth."
